It is the sole Marysville, California branch office ingot recovered from the 
shipwreck. This exact ingot is discussed in detail in David Bowers' A California Gold Rush History anthology. A 
second lot from The Marcello Collection is a Small-Sized Blake & Co. poured ingot that weighs 14.31 ounces, 
also recovered from the S.S. Central America. 


THE DR. JOSEPH A. MURPHY COLLECTION, PART II 


Selections from the excellent Morgan dollar collection of Dr. Joseph A. Murphy, Jr. frequent the Premier 
Session and Floor Session 3. Dr. Murphy was a family man, a Marine, a historian, a pioneer in direct marketing, 
and an entrepreneur. He was also an avid collector of coins, firearms, and vintage automobiles. His collections 
have been shown worldwide and honored in books such as Fine Colts: The Dr. Joseph A. Murphy Collection 
and In Search of Excellence: The Dr. Joseph A. Murphy Collection. Dr. Murphy found Morgan dollars to be a 
fascinating look into American history. We note an 1886-O certified MS64 PCGS with exceptional strike and 
luster, nearly uncollectible any finer.

“Grandfather’s Chair,” about a mint master whose daughter, Betsey, 
was said to have a dowry equal to her weight in silver shillings: 


“And now,’ said honest John Hull to the servants, ‘bring 
that box hither.’ The box to which the mint-master pointed 
was a huge, square, iron-bound, oaken chest; it was big 
enough, my children, for all four of you to play at hide- 
and-seek in. The servants tugged with might and main, but 
could not lift this enormous receptacle, and were finally 
obliged to drag it across the floor. Captain Hull then took 
a key from his girdle, unlocked the chest, and lifted its 
ponderous lid. Behold! It was full to the brim of bright pine- 
tree shillings, fresh from the mint; and Samuel Sewell began 
to think that his father-in-law had got possession of all the 
money in the Massachusetts treasury.” 


Noe-1 is a plentiful variety with several exceptional examples 
known. Although toned over the centuries, the present Gem 
might be one of those bright pine-tree shillings that Hawthorne 
mentioned in that passage. This highly lustrous example has gray 
coin-silver surfaces with delicate gold and blue overtones. Both 
sides are flawless. The sharp strike of this excess-weight example 
has above-average centering with the tops of only a few letters off 
the flan.

Pennsylvanian Robert Morris, who was born in Liverpool, 
England in 1734, served as the United States Superintendent 
of Finance from 1781 to 1784, and later as a U.S. Senator 
from Pennsylvania from 1789 to 1795. Fuld relates that it was 
in that capacity that Morris served on a committee to consider 
establishment of a Mint. He introduced a bill on December 21, 
1791 that provided: 


“That, upon said coins, respectfully, there shall be the 
following devices and legends, namely: Upon one side 
of each of the said coins there shall be an impression or 
representation of the head of the President of the United 
States for the time being, with an inscription of which shall 
express the initial or first letter of his Christian or first name, 
and his surname at length, the succession of the Presidency 
numerically, and the year of the coinage, and upon the 
reverse of each of the gold and silver coins there shall be 
the figure or representation of an eagle, with the inscription, 
‘United States of America’ and upon the reverse of each of 
the copper coins, there shall be an inscription which shall 
express the denomination of the piece, namely cent, or half 
cent, as the case may require.” 


The Getz pieces were produced in silver and copper, the 
latter offered here, and both compositions follow the Morris 
recommendation for gold and silver coins. The obverse features 
President Washington in profile facing left, with the inscription 
G. WASHINGTON. PRESIDENT. I., and the date, 1792, below. 
The reverse has an eagle with a shield covering its breast, its wings 
raised with 15 stars between the wings. The eagle clutches an olive 
branch and six arrows. Around, the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. 

The Getz patterns exist in silver with a plain edge, circles 

and squares edge, or twinned olive leaves edge. The majority of 
silver pieces show undertype from various other coins. Copper 
examples are known with a plain edge or circle and squares edge.

Before the establishment of the U.S. Mint, 
the coins that circulated in the United States were a mind- 
boggling array of metals, designs, denominations, and currencies 
of various states and nations. The circulating coinage was 
definitely E PLURIBUS rather than UNUM. That would come 
later. 

Among the more frequently seen copper coins were the 
various pieces from the Colonies—New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, New York, Connecticut, and Virginia chief 
among them. Those pieces circulated along with the Fugio or 
Franklin cents, the first U.S. federal coinage, although made 
on a contract basis. Alongside the U.S.-based coins were 
the Spanish colonial coinages, the silver pillar dollar and its 
fractional equivalents most prominent. Other national coinages 
included real and counterfeit British copper coinage, French 
silver, the North American tokens and Bar coppers, Kentucky 
tokens (Conder tokens made in England), and the Washington 
pieces. 

Seen less often but still regularly were Dutch coins, Irish 
and Portuguese currency. Will Nipper writes about the coinage 
circulating in the United States in the 1780s in In Yankee 
Doodle’s Pocket: 


“With English, Irish, Spanish, French, Dutch, Portuguese, 
American and other coins all in circulation, the ability 
to convert readily from one system to another was 
an absolute necessity. To ease conversions, colonial 
governments, almanac publishers and others frequently 
printed equivalence tables. These sheets were indispensable 
to merchants because they listed commonly encountered 
denominations with their respective values in pounds, 
shillings and pence. In addition to sterling money 
conversions, the tables usually listed local money 
equivalents. Early tables even listed various commodities 
and trade goods against more proper currencies.” 


The establishment of the U.S. Mint, of course, was only a 
beginning toward solving the problem. The Mint was burdened 
initially by the requirement for excessive surety bonds for the 
chief coiner and assayer. It was further hampered by the law 
specifying that the Mint would bear the expense of converting 
raw metal into coins (seigniorage), and by the lack of a bullion 
fund to enable gold and silver coinage in the absence of deposits 
from private citizens. 

The Sheldon-3 is by far the most available of the Chain 
cents, the first coin type struck within the Philadelphia Mint 
walls in 1793. This XF example is nicely brought up, with 
better-than-average definition on the hair detail. The Chain is 
strong, of course, as always on this type. The surfaces are clean 
overall, with even, subdued reddish-brown color and little red.

Discovered in mid-1970, the 1969-S doubled die was initially declared counterfeit by the U.S. Secret Service, but after investigation the Service 
reversed its position and accepted the reality that the mint error was genuine. At the time of discovery and in the decades since, finds of the variety 
have been almost exclusively in circulation or bank rolls. PCGS estimates that about 30 pieces are known today overall. The certified population 
exceeds that estimate by a large margin — PCGS and NGC combined report 66 grading events. It is reasonable to estimate that between 30 and 50 
pieces are known, and most are in circulated condition. 

The pick-up point for this variety is, of course, the strong obverse die doubling. LIBERTY, INGOD WE TRUST, the date, and Lincoln’s jacket 
exhibit pronounced doubling. On this piece, some light machine doubling (a different phenomenon caused during coinage) is evident on the 
mintmark. Satiny luster glimmers when tilted beneath a light, and there are surprisingly few distractions. Outstanding eye appeal is generated by 
vivid copper-orange luster in the protected areas with burgundy and olive toning elsewhere. This is one of just three Brown coins for the grade at 
PCGS, with only a handful of Red and Brown and Red pieces listed finer.

“In the 1950s, nearly all coins in the marketplace were in 
grades such as Very Fine and Extremely Fine. Coins graded 
About Uncirculated were rare, even though in the late 
1950s Aubrey and Adeline Bebee reported having nearly 
two dozen Mint State coins. Many hundreds of Mint State 
coins exist today. | have no idea where all of these coins 
came from, but it certainly was a surprise when they first 
appeared in quantity. Perhaps a bunch of rolls turned up 
that included examples from this particular die. The typical 
Mint State coin is attractive, with a satiny or slightly grainy 
luster.” 


It is true that many Mint State examples exist and are available 
— for a price, one that is well-supported by a seemingly 
insatiable public demand for one of the most popular varieties 
in any coin series. Rather than a “bunch of rolls” turning up, 
it is perhaps equally likely that the variety coins were widely 
scattered in and among the non-variety coins before they left 
the Denver Mint in 1937, waiting to be discovered piecemeal as 
fresh rolls were opened up over time. 

The mintage of the 1937-D Buffalo nickels was 17.8 million 
coins, and we know that all of the Three-Leggeds were produced 
from a single die pair. If one assumes that each working die 
struck an average of 300,000 coins, there would have been about 
60 dies each for the obverse and reverse to produce the total run. 
But we also know that this particular die was repolished after it 
clashed, so it may have been that only 100,000 Three-Leggeds 
were produced after the dies were resurfaced, one-third of the 
normal total for each die pair. In other words, perhaps only | in 
180 coins made was of the Three-Legged variety, which would 
yield a total of 99,000 examples originally made. As NGC and 
PCGS combined have certified more than 10,000 specimens in 
all grades (barring duplicates) — most of which are Fine to AU 
— our estimate may not be far off the mark. That may seem like 
a lot of coins until one considers that the 1937-D Three-Legged 
is one of the few collector coins that has become a pop culture 
icon, a variety that is well-known even among non-collectors. 

This Registry-grade Premium Gem is one of the prettiest 
examples we have ever handled, and it ranks among the 
finest coins certified by PCGS. Satiny surfaces are impeccably 
preserved. Peach-gold iridescence over the centers merges with 
violet and blue color toward the rims. This really is an amazing 
representative of one of the most famous 20th century varieties.

The 1839 proof 
No Drapery Seated Liberty half dollar is a celebrated 19th 
century rarity and a one-year design type that will appeal to 
series specialists and advanced type collectors alike. Walter 
Breen recognized three specimens in his 1977 Encyclopedia of 
United States and Colonial Proof Coins, but his list contained 
an example in the Norweb Collection, and that famous 
gathering did not have a representative of this issue when it 
was sold in the late 1980s. PCGS population data list only 
two examples and estimate a survival of two to four pieces in 
all grades, while NGC has certified six specimens, including 
an unknown number of resubmissions and crossovers (12/18). 
Randy Wiley and Bill Bugert estimated “less than six” different 
coins were extant in 1993, a figure that closely agrees with our 
roster, which identifies six individual pieces today. One of the 
coins known to us has been impounded in the collection of the 
Bibliothéque Nationale in Paris since 1858. 

Prominent coin dealers S.H. and H. Chapman described an 
example of the 1839 No Drapery half dollar in lot 539 of the 
Richard B. Winsor Collection (Chapman, 12/1895): 


“1839 Liberty clad in a chiton, seated on a rock, her right 
hand supporting a U.S. shield, her left a staff of liberty, 13 
stars; ex’g date. R. as 1836 but with HALF DOL instead of 
50 CENTS. Edge milled. Type 1839-1865. Brilliant proof, 
very slightly hairmarked. Sharp impression. No drapery 
from elbow. Excessively rare. See plate.” 


The lot brought $16.50, the same amount as an 1842 Small 
Date proof half dollar in lot 545, and much more than any other 
Seated Liberty half in the sale. More recent appearances include 
the PR65 NGC (now PR64+ PCGS) specimen in lot 2481 of 
the Central States Signature (Heritage, 4/2009), which realized 
$241,500. 

The present coin has no traceable auction history before 
it appeared in a Stack’s sale in 1996. It may be the specimen 
included in a proof set from a European holding discovered 
by Marc Emory in 1981. It is an impressive PR62 specimen, 
with sharply detailed design elements and reflective fields that 
show attractive highlights of champagne-gold toning. A few 
minor hairlines are evident, accounting for the grade. The 
reverse shows the usual die crack through MERICA and HAL 
DOL that is seen on all examples of this issue. Any appearance 
of an 1839 No Drapery Seated Liberty half dollar is a major 
numismatic event and we expect intense competition when this 
lot is called.

The number of 1841 proof half dollars struck is unknown, but 
there is no doubt of the issue’s extreme rarity today. Breen reported 
nine appearances and believed that five were different examples. 
The Wiley-Bugert reference wrote “less than 6 [proofs] known.” In 
the John Jay Pittman catalog, David Akers explained that he had 
verified six 1841 proof halves. Our auction records suggest eight 
examples are extant.

We don’t want to extend ourselves too far here, and first it 
needs to be noted that only one true proof Gobrecht dollar exists 
in the sense that we understand the word today, the Korein-47 coin 
(now in the ANS). But ... this piece should really be examined 
closely. The fields are suggestive of a modern proof and have more 
mirroring on each side than 99% of the Judd-60s we have seen. 
A couple of times have we thought we have seen a true proof 
in the modern sense, only to have the coin discounted by John 
Dannreuther or Craig Sholley as having fields that are similar to 
a Deep Mirror Prooflike Morgan.

In 1864, the Civil War raged on with severe 
consequences both on the battlefield and in commerce. The 
greenback could not hold its value and Confederate currency was 
worth next to nothing. Even the stalwart gold dollar fell victim to 
the war, with the Mint producing just 5,900 circulation strikes and 
50 proofs for the year. 

Many gold dollars found their way across the ocean and ended 
up in foreign hands. Business strikes were used to satisfy foreign 
obligations and to buy goods in the export trade, or to pay certain 
bond holders. Virtually none circulated, so today — although rare 
in all conditions — a proportionately large percentage of surviving 
1864 gold dollars are in Uncirculated condition. Several of the 
Mint State pieces may have come back to U.S. shores from small 
hoards found abroad. 

To be sure, 1864 gold dollars are rare in Gem or better condition. 
In near-perfect MS69 they are of highest rarity. PCGS and NGC 
have each graded one coin for the date in MS69 (12/18). 

This jewel-like gold dollar previously in the Akers 
Collection is exceptional for its gorgeous reddish-gold and lilac 
color, semiprooflike fields, and vibrant mint luster. The strike 
demonstrates pinpoint sharpness in all aspects, including the few 
faint remnants of die clashing that appear solely on the obverse 
around Liberty’s headdress and, to a lesser extent, on Liberty’s 
frosted portrait.

America’s Most Popular and Collectible Gold Pattern

Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. The four dollar stella was a pattern 
for a proposed international coinage, an idea that was popular in 
the second half of the 19th century, but would only be realized 
in recent times, with the advent of the euro. Although the stella 
is technically a pattern, several hundred examples of the 1879 
Flowing Hair design were struck, and the stella has been collected 
by mainstream gold collectors since the time of issue. 

The stella was championed by Alexander Stephens, then- 
Chairman of the House Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, who was a close associate of Dr. William Wheeler 
Hubbell, the holder of the patent for the goloid alloy. Hubbell 
was aggressively marketing his alloy of gold, silver, and copper as 
a suitable metal for U.S. coinage at the time. Hubbell and Stevens 
capitalized on a letter from Ambassador John A. Kasson, who 
suggested the authorization of a U.S. gold coin of the exact value 
of the French 20 franc piece for use in international exchange, 
to introduce the idea for the stella to Congress. Two designs were 
produced in 1879, the familiar Flowing Hair design by Chief 
Engraver Charles Barber and the Coiled Hair design, which was 
clearly influenced by George T. Morgan’s design for the Goloid 
Metric dollar, Judd-1631, but was probably adapted by Barber, as 
well (see Roger Burdette’s article in the spring 2015 issue of the 
Journal of Numismatic Research for details). Both designs were struck 
again in 1880. Unfortunately, while the proposed value of the stella 
closely matched that of several European gold coins in use at the 
time, including the Austrian 8 florins, Spanish 20 pesetas, Italian 
20 lire, French 20 francs, and others, it was not an exact match for 
any and would be useless in simplifying exchanges. Accordingly, 
Congress never authorized the issue. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice proof, with sharply 
detailed, frosty design elements that create intense cameo contrast 
with the deeply reflective fields. Both sides show the enigmatic 
parallel planchet striations seen on all examples of this issue. In his 
United States Proof Coins, Volume IV, John Dannreuther theorizes 
that the stellas were struck from planchets punched out of gold 
alloy strips that were originally intended for half eagle production. 
The strips were pulled through a draw bench to reduce them to 
the proper thickness for the four dollar denomination, acquiring 
the striations in the process. Of course, this means the coins were 
not produced from Hubbell’s goloid alloy at all, and none of the 
coins that have been tested show the goloid composition. The 
well-preserved greenish-gold surfaces of this piece show highlights 
of yellow and lilac, with outstanding eye appeal.

The proofs were delivered in four batches throughout the year, 
with 38 examples delivered on March 26, 11 specimens on June 17, 
three coins on September 24, and a final delivery of 33 pieces on 
December 30. The first three batches were struck inside the Second 
Philadelphia Mint, but the final group was struck in the new medal 
room of the Third Philadelphia Mint, which was occupied in 
October of 1901.

This was the last year 
before the Mint switched to the all-brilliant finish for proof coins, 
which severely reduced the cameo contrast on proofs of that era. 

The present coin is a delightful Premium Gem, with razor-sharp

From the early days of the 
Civil War until 1878, gold coins did not circulate at par in 
the United States. After that time, banks no longer charged a 
premium for gold coins, but people in most parts of the country 
had become accustomed to using the more convenient paper 
money for everyday transactions, so gold was still seldom seen 
in circulation. This was not true in the Western states, however, 
where the hard-money economy remained popular until World 
War I. Accordingly, the Philadelphia Mint’s policy for most of 
the 1880s was to leave the production of large numbers of double 
eagles to the San Francisco Mint and concentrate their resources 
on producing lower denomination gold, silver, and minor coins, 
especially the Morgan dollar. As a result, the 1881 Liberty double 
eagle claims a memorably low business-strike mintage of 2,199 
pieces, accompanied by 61 proofs. 

Collecting large denomination gold coins was too expensive for 
all but the wealthiest 19th century collectors, and the few who did 
pursue double eagles systematically were usually content to update 
their collections by buying a gold proof set every year. The business 
strikes were released into circulation and few high-quality examples 
were saved by contemporary numismatists, making the 1881 a 
rare issue in all grades. Today, there are a few more business strikes 
than proofs extant, but Mint State examples are even rarer than 
the proofs. PCGS CoinFacts estimates 40-60 specimens survive 
in all grades, with five Mint State examples certified, the finest in 
MS62. NGC has graded six Mint State survivors, with the finest 
also MS62 (12/18). These figures include an unknown number of 
resubmissions and crossovers.

Just as Thucydides viewed his History of the Peloponnesian War as 
a timeless work, so did Augustus Saint-Gaudens take a timeless, 
long-term view of all his sculptural works as well as his smaller 
works on the ten and twenty dollar gold pieces.

The head was modeled 
after his Nike. That bust was in turn taken from his Sherman 
group with Liberty leading General Sherman. The work on the 
initial figures of Victory (later Liberty) and General Sherman 
went through many generations of changes. Louise Hall Tharp 
wrote that while Saint-Gaudens was in Paris in the late-1890s and 
working on this commission, his wife Augusta wrote to friends that 
Augustus was “doing the Sherman cloak all over again and she was 
‘making lots of little cloaks’ for him to put on small experimental 
models, arranging the folds differently on each. When he finally 
found the right effect, no one would ever dream that such simple 
lines could have cost him so much time and trouble to achieve.” 
The same meticulous attention to detail also went into the drapery 
folds on the High Relief double eagle.

A persuasive case 
could be made that what characterized the 20th century in America 
did not begin until Theodore Roosevelt took office as president in 
1901, after the assassination of William McKinley. Roosevelt took 
vigorous action against the lions of industry and advocated for the 
average worker in this country. Roosevelt’s entrance into the arts 
began in a small way with his membership on the board of the D.C. 
Park Commission. But that membership led to his introduction 
to Augustus Saint-Gaudens, which led in turn several years later 
to Saint-Gaudens’ commission to redesign some of the nation’s 
coinage. The newness, vibrancy, and 20th century appearance of 
Saint-Gaudens’ designs had an immediate appeal to both collectors 
and the population at large.

Saint-Gaudens’ painter-friend, Will Low, wrote a criticism of Saint- 
Gaudens’ Amor Caritas, a masterwork that others had criticized as 
“not sculpture.” His comments apply equally to Saint-Gaudens’ 
later work on the High Relief double eagle: 


“Here is a gallery filled with modern sculpture, some of it 
living, and some of it dead. The greater part shows technical 
ability of a high order, but how infrequently the quality of 
expression is of equal import, and how few that we cannot 
trace back to some previous work. Here is a work pregnant 
with meaning; of a symbolism that appeals to all; that is 
novel and personal in its presentation; whose facture we 
hardly consider, so appropriate are the technical methods 
suited to its theme. Our friend denies that it is sculpture, 
it may be something better; it is individual, it is beautiful, 
beyond dispute it is Art.” 


That is certainly how the design of the twenty dollar High Relief 
has been regarded over the past century: “beyond dispute it is Art.” 
The sculptural intention of the design is fully evident on this piece 
with no obvious surface defects. The mint luster is thick and satiny, 
as always.

In 1887, Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens had the Scottish poet Robert Louis Stevenson do a 
series of sittings for what was ultimately a bas-relief medal and later 
a plaque of the poet. The artist Will Low was also present during 
these sittings. During one of these sessions, the conversation came 
around to the nude in sculpture. Saint-Gaudens said he never had 
done a nude, but would if he had the chance. At that point in the 
conversation Will Low quoted Emerson: 


“The sinful painter drapes his goddess warm 
Because she still is naked, being dressed; 

The God-like sculptor will not so deform 
Beauty, which limbs and flesh enough invest.” 


This quote provided Stevenson the perfect opportunity to 
nickname Saint-Gaudens the “God-like sculptor.” The striding 
figure of Liberty that Saint-Gaudens used on the obverse of the 
High Relief double eagle is not nude, but he did employ an artistic 
technique borrowed from Hellenistic Greece, that of covering the 
figure in what appeared to be wet drapery. The result was to accent 
the underlying human body while still covering the figure. 

This is an especially well-preserved example of Saint-Gaudens 
highly respected design. The figures on each side show their 
intended three-dimensional design, and the surfaces display soft, 
glowing satiny mint luster. There are no obvious contact marks on

In 
response to the demand, the Mint continued striking these 
coins well past Roosevelt’s goal of 5,000 to 6,000. ultimately, 
upon Leach’s instructions, the Mint worked throughout 
December, striking some 11,000 to 12,000 of these high- 
relief $20 pieces.”

Most 
survivors are of the Wire Rim variety, with a thin fin around the 
circumference of the coin. This feature was formed when metal 
was extruded through the tiny gap between the collar and the 
die as the coin was struck.

The figure of Liberty, 
which was derived from Liberty in the Sherman Group, was 
classically inspired. But it was also a mixture of the real and ideal.

“He felt too deep an interest in this new combination of the real 
and the ideal to let the monument escape him.” Meaning, once 
he was fully committed to the project Saint-Gaudens would see 
it through to completion.

grown impatient with the drawn-out process of implementing 
new designs for the ten and twenty dollar gold pieces, President 
Theodore Roosevelt wrote to Treasury Secretary George Cortelyou 
on August 24, 1907 demanding that the new coins appear by 
mid-September. According to Michael Moran in Striking Change, 
“he leveled a threat: if there were any further delays, he would 
call in Kunz, French, and Brenner to supervise the new coinage. 
Roosevelt’s missive was a wrecking ball aimed directly at the 
Mint,” whose officials detested having outsiders interfere with their 
operations. Ultimately, 12,367 of these High Relief double eagles 
were struck through the end of the year. Only a small proportion, 
roughly 30%, were of the Flat Rim variety, which corrected the fin 
of extruded metal found on the first coins issued.

pieces, the 1926-D Saint-Gaudens double eagle was considered one 
of the rarest coins of the series in the 1940s.

Ultimately, the coins in government 
custody were melted after the Gold Recall of 1933, and stored as 
gold bars in the Fort Knox Bullion Repository. Fortunately, a small 
number of 1926-D twenties was exported to European destinations 
to settle accounts in foreign trade.

and repatriated. David Akers points out that two of the finest- 
known examples, the ex: Norweb and Duckor examples, never left 
domestic shores, adding: 


“Prior to the discovery of the small hoards in Europe, the 
1926-D was considered to be one of the three greatest 
rarities in the series, second only to the 1924-S and slightly 
more rare than the 1926-S. It was also thought to be more 
rare than the 1920-S, 1921, and 1927-D, the three most 
valuable regular issues of the series today. The discovery of 
the hoards in Europe changed all that in terms of population 
rarity but definitely not condition rarity. In gem and superb 
uncirculated condition the 1926-D is still considered one 
of the top five rarities in the Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
series today.” 


The present Choice Mint State example is one of 24 submissions 
at PCGS in MS64 (including one in 64+), and only five pieces 
are finer (12/18). The surfaces show cartwheel luster over deep 
reddish-orange color with some greenish glints, and a loupe reveals 
numerous scattered marks on each side, more prominent on the 
obverse. Collectors will find the acquisition of any higher-graded 
example to be quite difficult.

3982 1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Round MS64 PCGS. 
Numismatic entrepreneur Farran Zerbe conceived an ambitious 
five-coin commemorative program in conjunction with the 1915 
Panama-Pacific Exhibition. The commemorative set included a 
silver half dollar, a gold dollar, a quarter eagle, and two fifty dollar 
slugs, one round and one octagonal. Both fifty dollar coins featured 
the same basic design, by New York sculptor Robert I. Aitken. The 
obverse features a helmeted bust of Minerva, the Greek goddess 
of wisdom, who also appears on the State of California coat of 
arms. The motto INGOD WE TRUST is above the bust and the 
date in Roman numerals is below, all surrounded by the legend 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA/FIFTY DOLLARS. The reverse 
exhibits an owl perched on a branch of Western pine next to 
the motto E PLURIBUS UNUM, all surrounded by the legend 
PANAMA-PACIFIC EXPOSITION/SAN FRANCISCO. The 
octagonal version also features dolphins in the angled corners 
outside the rest of the design. 

The coins were initially sold either singly, or in sets, in velvet- 
lined black leatherette cases. Later in the program, other options 
were available, including single and double sets housed in glass 
covered copper frames from local jewelers Shreve & Co. The $100 
asking price for the fifty dollar pieces was too expensive for most 
contemporary collectors, so sales were slow. Only 483 examples 
of the Round version were eventually distributed, the lowest net 
production total of any U.S. commemorative coin. 

The present coin is an impressive Choice specimen, with 
sharply detailed design elements throughout. The textured orange- 
gold surfaces are lustrous and appealing, with no mentionable 
distractions. Overall eye appeal is terrific. The 1915-S Panama- 
Pacific Round fifty dollar piece is one of the biggest “stoppers” in 
the U.S. commemorative series. This coin should find a home in a 
fine commemorative collection.

Rushmore, in the Black Hills of South Dakota, enshrines four great 
American presidents’ profiles in granite: George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson, Teddy Roosevelt, and Abraham Lincoln. One 
might wonder, though, if President Roosevelt belongs in the same 
august company as the other three. Washington and Jefferson 
helped forge a new nation from a former British colony, and 
Lincoln helped preserve the Union during the disastrous, divisive 
Civil War. 

Teddy Roosevelt, however, is perhaps a more problematic 
case. It is likely that many Americans could not pinpoint a major 
achievement of his administration, but the fact remains that, more 
than any other American president, Teddy Roosevelt presided over 
America’s transformation into a global, oceangoing superpower. 
(Roosevelt, a lifelong student of naval history, served as assistant 
secretary of the Navy under President William McKinley, resigning 
from that post to form the fabled Rough Riders, heroes of the 
Spanish-American War of 1898.) The winning of the Spanish- 
American war was a part of that transformation, ending Spanish 
colonial rule in the Americas, but even more important to 
America’s future, and to its present status, was the completion of 
the Panama Canal. 

Roosevelt’s connection with the Augustus Saint-Gaudens gold 
coinage designs has been well and thoroughly discussed. He had 
no known direct relation with the designs of the Panama-Pacific 
coinage; Woodrow Wilson was president when the new pieces 
debuted, and in any case, a great new war was brewing in Europe. 

While the Saint-Gaudens gold pieces represent a new fashion, 
a new wave, a new style of coinage, the Panama-Pacific coinage is 
associated with two particular events: The opening of the leviathan 
Panama Canal, and the great exposition in San Francisco in 1915 
that celebrated both the Canal’s opening and the city’s rebuilding. 

It is fitting that the 1915-S Panama-Pacific fifties should be the 
largest commemorative gold coins ever struck by the United States 
during the classic era, as the Panama Canal was certainly the most 
ambitious engineering project undertaken by America during the 
first half of the 20th century. 

The present octagonal example of the Pan-Pac fifty is favored 
by most collectors between the two variants for the issue, although 
the round version is, strictly speaking, slightly rarer. This near-Gem 
example displays the appropriately immense eye appeal on each 
side. The surfaces show a range of gold and amber hues along with 
a sharp strike and excellent preservation. The Gem grade is likely 
prevented by a couple of small marks — in the obverse field, on the 
cheek and helmet of Minerva on the obverse, and a small tick on 
the owl on the reverse — but overall, this is a coin of marvelous 
quality and top-notch collector appeal.

029. Blake & Co. was one of the primary assayers in the 
Sacramento area in northern California, in close proximity to 
the gold fields along the American River. Gorham Blake arrived 
in San Francisco on May 22, 1852 after working the previous 
year as a superintendent in an iron mine in Vermont. He was 
soon employed as an express agent in the Placerville office of 
Wells, Fargo, and the following year he became an assayer. Blake 
& Co. company was established in 1855, and while there were 
numerous personnel changes over the years, Gorham Blake was 
a driving force, except for a short time, until the company finally 
went out of business in 1861. The productivity of Blake & Co. 
was impressive, especially for a firm of its size. By the end of 1856 
the company had assayed 200,000 ounces of gold. The fineness 
of the raw gold varied considerably, thus underscoring the need 
for a local assayer rather than relying on “pinches” of gold dust 
for currency. The Michigan Bluff area yielded $20.15 per ounce, 
while Carson Valley only yielded $12.13 per ounce. The ingots of 
Blake & Co. were shipped to numerous destinations worldwide, 
but its most famous shipment is one that never arrived, the 33 
ingots that went down in the Atlantic when a hurricane sank 
the S.S. Central America in September 1857. 

This is one of the smaller-sized ingots from that transport 
that never arrived. This ingot was poured from Mold B-01, 
the so-called adjustable Twix Bar mold. This long, thin bar has 
information impressed into three of the long sides. One side 
has the BLAKE & CO. hallmark. The adjoining long side has: 
No 5229 [sideways] / 604 FINE / VALUE $178.67. The next 
adjoining side has the assay chip out of one corner and states the 
weight: 14.31 Oz. This ingot is housed in a plastic case, but one 
of the long sides is partially broken, not affecting the ingot itself. 
The ingot measures 19 x 72 x 17 mm. The surfaces show slight 
polishing that is common to ingots from this firm. A few gas 
bubbles are evident on two of the long sides.

Those 
who were not in the coin market 30 years ago may not know the 
reason there are such items as assay ingots. A highly readable 
explanation is given in Tommy Thompson’s America’s Lost 
Treasure: 


“Although less common in the consumer marketplace than 
the coins, the ingots are as revealing of the era and are 
also more unusual in that they are all private issues. Many 
began as dust and nuggets in the pockets of miners, who 
brought the raw gold to private assayers for weighing and 
valuation. The assayers melted down gold, molded it into 
ingots, then shaved off a corner for their commission and 
to measure purity. Finally they would stamp the gold with 
unique identifying marks, indicating the weight, purity, and 
value, as well as their own maker’s marks, and return the 
ingots to the owners. Gold in this form was the preferred 
type shipped to banks and other businesses, as well as to the 
U.S. government. Commercial shippers also brought their 
gold to private assayers, but did so in larger allotments.” 


Ingots were never intended to be a permanent record of 
California assayers, but the recovery of the enormous number 
of them from the S.S. Central America has made them just that. 
Little was previously known about the private assayers and 
their recovered gold 130 years after the catastrophic hurricane 
hit the ship sank it along with hundreds of passengers. Only 
33 Blake & Co. ingots were recovered from the S.S. Central 
America, tying it for the smallest number recovered with the 
Henry Hentsch ingots. Many Blake ingots are relatively small 
in size when compared to, say, Kellogg G© Humbert ingots. 
This piece shows all six surfaces polished, an indication that 
the company may have intended their gold bars for smaller 
commercial transactions. The top side is neatly laid out: BLAKE 
& C(O) / ASSAYERS / SACRAMENTO / .746 FINE / VALUE 
/ $297.62. The individual ingot number is impressed on the top 
side: No 5196. The weight is stamped into the bottom side:

The now well-known S.S. Central 
America was the previously named S.S. George Law. In a curious 
incident the year prior to the sinking of the Central America, 
the George Law underwent a near-catastrophe within sight of 
the Florida coast, and with the same captain, William Herndon. 
A riveting, first-hand account of this near-wreck was recounted 
by Peter H. Burnett, first governor of California, in Recollections 
and Opinions of an Old Pioneer. In the middle of the night, the 


ship ran aground on a coral reef. 


“No one could sleep in our situation. I never saw a more 
solemn assemblage of people. Everyone seemed to have a 
clear perception of our extremely critical situation. There 
were no jests, no smiles, no witticisms. Those who were 
professors of religion seemed resigned, those who were 
confirmed infidels seemed indifferent, while dread sat upon 
the countenances of those who were halting between two 
opinions. We were a little world to ourselves, and our little 
world seemed near its end.” 


The ship was finally saved the next morning by the rising of the 
tide, but this incident was curiously not written about to any 
great extent. The following September, the same ship under the 
same captain would sink beneath the waves in a hurricane far 
off the coast of Cape Hatteras with the loss of hundreds of lives 
and an enormous wealth in gold. 

Among the hundreds of gold ingots lost in the wreck of 
the S.S. Central America, those of Harris, Marchand & Co. 
were little known before the ship’s salvage in the late-1980s. 
Altogether there were 37 Harris, Marchand ingots recovered 
from the S.S. Central America, but this is the only ingot from 
the Marysville branch office. All the others were from their 
main Sacramento office. There are distinct stylistic differences 
between this Marysville ingot and the Sacramento Harris, 
Marchand ingots. Almost a column and a half is taken up 
in Bowers’ A California Gold Rush History on how this single 
ingot differs. For those who wish to dive deeper into the 
differences between these two offices of the same firm, we 
highly recommend reading page 996 of the Bowers reference. 
For a four-word summary: different offices, different punches. 

This is classed as a Very Large Size Ingot, and would be 
unusual and highly collectible just for its layout, even if it were 
not unique. Because of its large size, it was possible to include 
all the necessary inscriptions on the top side; however, there 
are two columns. At the top and centered is the ingot number: 
No. 7095. Below and centered on the left side is the Harris, 
Marchand oval name punch with the coin-like hallmark below 
with 174.04. Oz. below the hallmark. On the right side and 
centered is the same curved company name with the hallmark 
below and below is the fineness: 942. FINE. Centered at the 
bottom of the top side is the ingot’s 1857 value: $3389.06. The 
back side was given a finished appearance by tapping. This ingot 
has a slightly trapezoidal shape, undoubtedly done to facilitate 
removal from the mold. The ingot measures: 65 x 177 x 25 mm.

3994 Justh & Hunter Gold Ingot. 50.50 Ounces. The California Gold 
Rush attracted individuals of many motivations and nationalities. 
A number of the Europeans who came to California at that time 
were refugees or exiles; in 1848, the same year gold was discovered 
in California, a series of revolts and revolutions struck European 
nations, with France, the German and Italian states (which had 
not yet unified), and parts of the Austrian Empire (most notably 
Hungary) affected. The case of the Hungarians is particularly 
relevant to the study of Territorial gold and assayers’ ingots; 
without the turmoil and exile encountered by various Hungarian 
revolutionaries, there would be no Wass, no Molitor, no Justh (of 
Justh and Hunter). 

Of course, numerous Americans also traveled to California. 
According to documents reprinted in California Coiners and 
Assayers by Dan Owens, Solomon Hillen Hunter traveled from 
Baltimore, Maryland to California in 1855, making the Atlantic 
leg of the trip on a ship named the S.S. George Law; in a touch 
of grotesque irony, that ship, renamed the S.S. Central America, 
sank in October 1857 with a number of assayers’ ingots on board, 
including this one. 

Like many assay offices’ pairings, the firm Justh @ Hunter 
made for a bit of an odd couple; Justh had been in California 
five years and had just left the employ of the U.S. Mint in 
San Francisco, while Hunter was fresh off the boat. Yet their 
partnership lasted a little more than three years, including the 
fateful year of 1857, when a shipwreck inadvertently preserved 
their legacy for future generations. 

The firm of Justh & Hunter was little known before the 
salvage of the S.S. Central America. That changed radically once 
this fabulous treasure was brought to the surface. There were 86 
ingots salvaged from this assayer. This is a medium-sized ingot, 
even though 50.5 ounces is still quite hefty. Justh ingots range 
from a low of 5.24 ounces to a whopping 866.19 ounces. This 
rectangular piece is imprinted on the top side: NO. 4335 / JUSTH 
& HUNTER / 50.50 OZS. / 883 FINE. / $921.78. The sides show 
no imprinting, and the back has the batch number 35 at the top 
left. Two assay chips are out of opposite corners, as usually seen. 
The surfaces are orange-gold and show the normal depressions and 
gas bubbles inherent in the casting process.

724. The treasure recovered from the S.S. Central America 
between 1988 and 1991 represented a monumental discovery 
for numismatists and collectors. It also provided historians with 
an unparalleled time capsule to improve our understanding the 
Gold Rush economy and the wealth it provided a young United 
Siaes: 

The discovery of gold in California in 1848 had massive 
economic and demographic consequences that would 
permanently transform this country. Aside from the enormous 
waves of migration that took place from east to west, the 
discovery of gold had a significant impact on coinage 
production, one reflection of the country’s newfound prosperity. 
In fact, more gold and silver was coined between 1848 and 1853 
than had been produced during the preceding 55 years. 

Despite the heightened output of federal coinage and the 
opening of another branch mint in San Francisco in 1854, 
production could not keep up with commercial demand, 
especially out West, where paper currency was generally 
not accepted and large quantities of gold dust needed to be 
converted into usable financial instruments. Bob Evans, chief 
scientist and historian for the Central America recovery project, 
wrote in an August 2008 Numismatist article: 


A

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“The coins salvaged from the S.S. Central America offer an 
interesting view of monetary practices of the late 1850s, but 
perhaps the gold ingots tell a more unusual and important 
story. Business during this period often involved large 
monetary transactions. The coin supply could not begin to 
meet this demand, even after the San Francisco Mint came 
into being in 1854. The widespread use of assayers’ ingots 
compensated for this shortfall.” 


Assayers like Kellogg @ Humbert provided an invaluable 
service, determining the fineness of a depositor’s gold dust, 
pouring the gold into bars, and stamping the ingots with a 
clear weight and value. This was the only way to regulate large 
commercial transactions and to ensure widespread prosperity 
from West to East. This is a Large Size ingot that has surfaces 
that appear to have been polished, like most Blake & Co. 
ingots. However, Blake & Co. were for the most part small 
ingots and the surface polishing may have been to make them 
more attractive as currency. Weighing in at a whopping 97.19 
ounces, it is difficult to imagine similar logic applying to this 
bar. The top side displays all the necessary information and is 
laid out vertically: No 981 / K&H hallmark / 971.19 Oz / 875 
FINE / $1757.96. The ingot number is reproduced on the back 
side in a different font. The ingot is bright yellow-gold overall 
with no traces of incrustation from the ship’s iron hull.

Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of the Auction.
